PROGROm 


When  first  considering  the  expansion  plans 
of  the  Baptist  Hospital,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
realized  that  any  plans  for  expansion  should 
come  only  after  a  long  and  inclusive  study  of 
the  total  situation.  We  have  just  completed  such 
a  study  in  conjunction  with  a  firm  of  noted  hos- 
pital consultants  and  the  aid  of  various  hospital 
and  medical  agencies  of  the  country. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  laid  the  foundation  of 
this  study  upon  the  one  question:  "What  is  the 
purpose  of  the  Baptist  Hospital.'"  Into  the 
answer  of  this  simple  question  has  gone  months 
of  thought  and  rather  costly  study.  Out  of  it  has 
come  the  master  plan  for  our  expansion  pro- 
gram. A  plan  that  coordinates  all  our  objectives 
into  one  efhcient  working  unit,  and  a  plan  that 
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can   culminate   through   separate   steps   in   con- 
struction over  a  period  of  time. 

These  separate  steps  are: 

1.  The  first  step  was  to  arrange  adequate 
facihties  for  the  housing  and  class  work  of  our 
nursing  school.  The  new  Si 50,000  nurses'  home 
is  nearing  completion. 

2.  Our  second  step  is  the  construction  of  a 
modern  out-patient  diagnostic  building.  Plans 
are  finished  and  applications  for  priorities  made 


kitchens,  laundry-,  storage,  etc.  The  new  South 
wing  will  relocate  all  these  facilities  and  will 
enlarge  them  to  a  size  sufficient  to  care  for  the 
final  total  of  between  600  and  700  patients.  In 
addition,  it  will  add  140  beds.  Final  plans  are 
now  ready  and  application  will  be  made  shortly 
for  priorities.  This  structure  will  cost  no  less 
than  5800,000  and  study  is  now  being  made  as 
to  its  furnishings.  We  are  assured  that  sizeable 
aids  will  be  given  by  the  Baptists  of  North  Caro- 
lina. 
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for  the  construction  of  a  large  out-patient  plant 
that  will  cost  about  $150,000.  This  is  planned 
to  accommodate  between  40  and  50  thousand 
patients  annually,  each  examination  requiring  a 
minimum  of  one  hour.  We  hope  this  building 
will  suffice  for  all  future  needs,  but  plans  have 
been  made  to  allow  for  an  addition  to  it. 

3-  Our  third  step  is  a  major  one  and  is  in- 
tended to  help  relieve  the  bed  shortage.  Our 
study  showed  we  should  have  between  600  and 
700  beds  and  bassinets  in  order  to  have  a  well 
rounded  hospital  to  serve  the  needs  of  our  pa- 
tients and  to  carry  on  the  proper  teaching  pro- 
gram. At  present,  we  have  305  beds  and  bassi- 
nets. Before  we  could  add  further  beds,  we 
also  had  to  add  further  service  facilities  such  as 


4.  Our  fourth  step  is  the  addition  of  approxi- 
mately 50  beds  to  our  children's  hospital  at  a 
cost  of  about  5200,000. 

5.  The  fifth  step  will  be  the  construction  of 
the  Everett  Street  wing  which  will  add  about 
200  beds  and  will  cost  approximately  S  1,000, - 
000. 

No  definite  date  has  been  set  for  commencing 
these  last  two  projects,  but  it  is  our  belief  that 
they  are  not  too  distant  in  the  future.  We  know, 
and  others  know,  that  there  is  a  need  and  we 
remain  confident  that  our  program  and  our  work 
will  justify  the  fulfillment  of  that  needed  addi- 
tional space  so  that  we  may  render  the  addi- 
tional service. 
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Private  Diagnostic  Clinic 

The  function  of  such  a  medical  teaching  unit  as  the  Buwman 
Gray  School  of  Medicine  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital 
is  three-fold:  (1)  To  train  students  and  the  house  staff  in  the 
science  and  the  art  of  medicine;  (2)  to  futher  medical  progress  by 
original  research;  and  (3)  to  give  sick  people  the  best  possible 
care.  To  serve  the  last-named  function  a  Private  Diagnostic  Clinic 
was  organized  for  the  co-operative  practice  of  medicine,  with  a  staff 
made  up  of  twenty-two  members  of  the  medical  school  faculty. 

The  clinic  is  housed  on  the  first  floor  of  the  medical  school  build- 
ing, and  has  the  use  of  all  the  hospital  laboratories,  the  X-ray  de- 
partment, and  the  heart  station.  An  average  of  more  than  one  hun- 
dred patients  a  day  from  all  over  the  state  come  to  the  clinic. 

Dr.  Wingate  M.  Johnson,  who  is  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine, 
organized  the  Private  Diagnostic  Clmic  and  serves  as  its  chief,  Mr. 
Clyde  T.  Hardy  is  business  manager. 


Out-Patient  Department 

Dr.  C.  Nash  Herndon  is  the  Director  of  this  department, 
Mr.  J.  Hamrick  is  the  Admitting  Officer,  Miss  Atha  Howell 
is  Public  Health  Supervisor,  Mrs.  Mary  T.  Maddry,  Head 
Nurse,  and  Miss  Norman  Tuten,  Secretary. 

Included  in  the  new  building  will  be  a  new  Physiotherapy 
Department  headed  by  Dr.  Robert  Moore  and  Miss  M.  E. 


Dr.  Johnson 

Allen.   In  addition  there  will  be  an  electrocardiograph   sta- 
tion under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Robert  McMillan. 

The  International  Lions  Club  has  supplied  a  complete  set 
of  Ophthalmological  instruments  and  diagnostic  equipment 
for  the  institute  directed  by  Dr.  John  Wilsey  and  Dr.  Wil- 
liam Speas. 

An  unnamed  New  York  lady  made  available  3100,000 
for  this  building,  and  the  Duke  Endowment  Foundation  has 
furnished  520,000  for  equipment 


Herndo.n.  Hosell.  Maddrv.  Tuten,  Hamrick 
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Dietitians 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Salome  Wells,  the 
dietitians  serve  all  meals  to  the  patients  and  members 
of  the  house  staff,  including  the  regular  house  diets 
as  well  as  the  special  diets  necessarily  individualized 
to  the  type  of  patient.  It  is  primarily  because  of  the 
work  of  this  group  that  an  adequate  and  efficient  dietary 
routine  can  be  served  in  this  hospital.  In  addition  the 
department  gives  consultation  on  special  feeding  prob- 
lems. 


Pharmacy 


In  1942  Mr.  E.  W.  Rollins  organized  the  first 
pharmacy  at  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital.  The 
department  strives  to  do  all  its  compounding.  Since 
its  organization  15,000  prescriptions  have  been  filled. 
Due  to  the  volume  increase,  the  department  secured 
the  services  of  Miss  Billie  W.  Johnson,  registered 
pharmacist.  On  the  completion  of  the  new  wing  of 
the  hospital,  there  will  be  new  rooms  for  expansion. 


Clinical  Endocrinology 

The  clinical  laboratory  of  endocrinology  has  been 
established  for  the  more  elaborate  biologic  tests.  In 
addition  research  is  in  progress  on  various  special 
problems  of  interdepartmental  interest.  A  full  time 
house  staff  member  and  technical  assistant  carry  on 
the  routine  program. 
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Clinical  Pathology 

The  Department  of  Clinical  Pathology,  under  Dr. 
C.  C.  Carpenter,  Dr.  R.  P.  Morehead,  and  Dr.  W.  C. 
Thomas  has  a  large  extra  and  intramural  program.  In 
this  extensive  program,  thirt)'  hospitals,  and  many 
private  physicians  have  the  advantages  of  a  large 
medical  center.  The  student's  contact  with  this  de- 
partment runs  the  course  of  routine  classes  in  Histol- 
ogy, Pathology  and  Clinical  Pathological  Conferences, 
with  required  attendance  at  autopsies.  Close  coopera- 
tion between  this  department  and  the  surgical  depart- 
ment is  an  advantage  to  both  the  patient  and  the 
student. 


Rnesthesia 

Dr,  R.  L.  Wall  is  Chief  of  the  Anesthesia  Depart- 
ment. Working  in  cooperation  with  him  are  Lillian 
Stansfield  and  Coleen  Solomon,  Registered  Nurse 
Anesthetists.  A  one  year  course  is  taught  and  at  the 
present  tmie  there  are  four  student  anesthetists.  Two 
fourth  year  students  in  the  Surgery  Quarter  are  on 
duty  at  all  times. 


Clinical  Bacteriology 

Dr.  E.  S.  King,  Professor  of  Bacteriology,  is  director 
of  the  bacteriological  laboratories.  Routine  work  con- 
sisting of  cultural  and  serological  diagnosis  comprises 
the  largest  portion  of  the  hospital  work.  In  addition, 
research  work  is  being  done  in  problems  common  to 
all  the  subdivisions  of  medicine.  Bacteriological  equip- 
ment and  consultation  are  available  to  each  student  in 
his  pro.blems  on  the  ward. 
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Clinical  Chemistry  and 
Toxicology 

The  Clinical  Chemistry  Laboratory  handles  more 
than  two  thousand  determinations  per  month  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  William  Wolff.  Dr.  Wolff  also 
performs  toxicologic  work  for  civil  authorities,  and 
carries  on  a  research  program  on  problems  involving 
clinical  chemistry,  especially  the  medical  aspects  of 
the  use  of  tobacco. 


Department  of  Radiology 

The  Department  of  Radiology  consists  of  fourteen 
rooms  situated  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  hospital,  com- 
pletely equipped  with  the  most  modern  radiographic 
and  therapy  machines. 

The  volume  of  work  done  in  the  department  has 
shown  a  steady  progressive  increase  since  it  was  opened 
in  1941.  The  average  day's  work  at  the  present  time 
consists  of  approximately  fifty  diagnostic  examinations 
and  over  thirty  X-ray  and  radium  treatments.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  there  are  approximately  ten  to  fifteen 
consultations  each  day  by  some  member  of  the  medical 
staff  of  the  department. 


Clinical  Microscopy 

The  Hematology  Laboratory  has  shared  with  the 
rest  of  the  institution  a  period  of  rapid  growth  and 
expansion  during  its  infancy.  For  the  year  1943  a 
total  of  over  51,600  examinations  were  made.  For 
1944  the  total  number  of  examinations  exceeded  the 
70,000  mark. 

These  examinations  include  the  morphological 
studies  on  the  blood  of  all  patients.  Urinalyses  are 
performed  and  spinal  fluid,  gastric  contents  and  stools 
are  studied  here. 
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Operating  Rooms 

The  Surgical  Department  consists  of  ten  rooms 
located  on  the  fifth  floor  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Lucia  Shirley,  Super\isor,  and  Miss  Anne  Casstevens, 
Assistant  Supervisor.  On  dut)'  at  all  times  are  four 
graduate  nurses,  Mrs.  Avalee  Thore,  Miss  Opaline 
Beamer,  Mrs.  Louise  Garrett,  and  Miss  Maxine  Wil- 
liams, as  well  as  eight  student  nurses. 

In  the  past  year  approximately  4,000  major  opera- 
■  tions  were  performed,  including  thoracic,  abdominal, 
orthopedic,  and  neurosurgery.  "Steve"  is  chief  of  the 
orderlies. 


Blood  Bank 

In  July,  1941,  the  Blood  Bank  was  installed  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Surgery  for  the 
benefit  of  the  community. 

The  volume  of  blood  used  is  the  largest  volume 
of  any  civilian  blood  bank  in  the  state.  The  reaction 
rate  has  fallen  to  2.4  per  cent,  making  it  among  the 
lowest  and  safest  in  the  nation. 

In  March,  1943,  the  Office  of  Civilian  Defense  con- 
tributed funds  to  maintain  one  unit  of  plasma  for 
every  bed  operated  to  use  in  cases  of  major  catastro- 
phes. One  hundred  additional  units  were  furnished 
by  medical  students,  the  Office  of  Flight  Control,  and 
interested  citizens. 


Electrocardiograph 
Station 

The  Heart  Station  of  the  Medical  School 
and  Hospital  was  established  in  1941  with 
facilities  providing  for  electrocardiograms, 
arterial  and  venous  pulse  tracings,  graphic 
registration  of  heart  murmurs  and  sounds, 
and  the  effects  of  exercising.  Over  4500  rec- 
ords have  been  made,  which  embody  most  of 
"■he  recognized  abnormalities. 
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I  solemnly  promise,  in  the  presence  of  all  these  witnesses,  that  in 
the  spirit  of  the  Great  Physician  I  will  fulfill  according  to  my  ability  ond 
judgment  this  oath  and  this  covenant: 

I  will  hold  in  all  deserved  respect  those  who  hove  taught  me  the 
science  and  art  of  medicine  and  will  share  all  that  I  may  learn  here- 
after with  others  of  the  medical  profession. 

I  will  apply  dietetic,  hygienic,  and  therapeutic  measures  for  the 
benefit  of  the  sick  according  to  my  ability  and  judgment;  I  will  do  my 
best  to  keep  them  from  harm  and  injustice. 

I  will  neither  give  a  lethal  dose  to  anybody  if  asked  for  it,  nor  will 
I  make  a  suggestion  to  this  effect.  Similarly,  I  will  not  give  to  a  woman 
on  abortive  remedy,  except  in  accord  with  medical  ethics.  From  any 
base  uses  I  will  guard  my  life  and  my  art. 

I  will  not  undertake  any  medical  or  surgical  procedure  for  which  I 
am  not  trained,  but  will  call  upon  such  men  as  are  qualified  for  this 
work. 

Into  whatever  houses  I  may  enter,  I  will  go  only  for  the  benefit  of  the 
sick,  remaining  free  of  all  intentional  injustice,  of  all  mischief,  and  in 
particular  of  all  immoral  conduct. 

What  I  may  see  or  hear  in  the  course  of  the  treatment  or  even  out- 
side of  the  treatment  in  regard  to  the  life  of  men,  which  on  no  account 
should  be  spread  abroad,  I  will  keep  secret. 

I  will  not  knowingly  and  unjustly,  by  speech  or  by  silence,  diminish 
the  trust  reposed  in  another  physician  by  his  patients. 

If  I  fulfill  this  oath  and  do  not  violate  it,  may  it  be  granted  to  me  to 
enjoy  life  and  art,  being  honored  among  men  for  all  time  to  come;  if  I 
transgress  it  and  swear  falsely,  may  the  opposite  of  all  this  be  my  lot.

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We  are  the  fourth  and  fifth  classes  of 
the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  of 
Wake  Forest  College.  We  are  about  to  grad- 
uate. 

It  was  not  so  long  ago.  The  infamous  at- 
tack on  Pearl  Harbor  was  only  a  few  months 
past.  Our  Nation  had  entered  into  a  global 
war.  A  National  Service  Induction  Act  was 
completed  by  Congress. 

This  then  was  the  immediate  background 
for  all  of  us.  With  the  People's  acceptance 
for  complete  mobilization  a  new  schedule 
was  necessitated.  An  accelerated  program  was 
introduced  to  our  medical  regime.  This  elim- 
inated the  usual  three  months'  summer  vaca- 
tion and  reduced  the  time  spent  in  medical 
school  by  nearly  one  year. 

The  faculty  took  on  the  added  responsi- 
bility of  teaching  more  intensively.  Some  too, 
entered  the  services,  and  others  yet,  moved 
to  other  institutions  where  they  felt  they 
could  do  their  best  to  further  war  efforts. 

An  Army  Specialized  Training  Program 
and  a  Navy  Vl2  Unit  was  established  at  this 
Medical  School  after  many  of  the  students 
had  volunteered  to  the  services.  Monthly  pay, 
uniforms,  and  12-day  furloughs  became  part 
of  the  newly  added  life.  Many  of  the  stu- 


dents  married    or   seriously   considered   that 
step,  and  some  bought  cars  instead. 

After  our  first  experiences  with  Gross 
Anatomy  came  the  realization  that  it  was  to 
test  the  temper  of  the  individual.  Once  the 
routine  had  been  established.  Biochemistry 
and  Physiology  quickly  passed.  Later  in  the 
memories  are  .  .  .  "Who's  hot  today.-*"  .  .  . 
"For  some  not  so  very  well  known  reason" 
.  .  .  "Idaho  potatoes"  .  .  .  "Medicine  is  easy  as 
falling  off  a  log"  .  .  .  "Thanks,  gents"  .  .  . 
and  .  .  .  "Hanging  on  the  pipes."  The  ven- 
ture on  the  wards  for  the  first  time  was  taken 
in  stride  fairly  well — the  usual  third  year 
griping — "I  did  a  five-hour  glucose  tolerance 
test  today"  and  "I  stayed  up  all  night  deliver- 
ing that  baby." 

With  the  dawn  of  the  fourth  and  last  year 
we  were  fully  met  with  the  fact  that  only 
nine  short  months  remained  till  an  "M.D." 
would  be  after  our  name  and  then  we  realize 
that  there  really  is  much  to  learn  in  so  short 
a  time.  Efforts  are  redoubled.  Some  make 
plans  to  extend  their  education  further. 
Others  plan  to  go  soon  into  the  services  of 
our  nation. 

Each  according  to  his  own  ability  applies 
himself  to  the  position  which  he  can  do  best. 
Our  hats  are  off  to  the  members  of  this  in-

stitution  who  are  now  in  the  armed  sen'ices. 
Many  would  like  to  be  with  them  now.  Yet 
we  realize  in  our  humble  way  that  ours  is 
yet  to  come.

Bowman  Gray 

Bowman  Gray,  born  May  l, 
1874,  in  Winston -Salem,  received 
his  early  education  in  this  city,  and 
later  went  to  the  University  of  North 
Carolina.  On  the  completion  of  his 
academic  training,  he  turned  to  the 
Wachovia  National  Bank  and  then 
later  to  the  Sales  Department  of 
R.  J.  Reynolds  Tobacco  Company. 
In  1912  he  became  Vice-President 
of  this  company,  and  in  1924  Presi- 
dent. He  became  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  was  in  this 
position  at  the  time  of  his  death 
in  1935. 

The  Bowman  Gray  Foundation 
Fund,  as  provided  by  his  will,  was 
for  the  purpose  of  extending  the 
Wake  Forest  College  School  of 
Medicine  to  a  four-year  school. 


President  Kitchin 

Dr.  Thurman  D.  Kitchin,  graduate  of  Wake  Forest  College 
('(15)  and  of  Jefferson  Medical  College  ('08),  has  been 
President  of  Wake  Forest  College  since  1930.  At  first  in  pri- 
vate practice,  he  became  Dean  of  the  School  of  Medicine  of 
Wake  Forest  College  in  1919  and  remained  in  that  position 
till   1936. 

Under  his  leadership  Wake  Forest,  at  first  on  a  college  basis, 
has  expanded  to  a  university  basis.  A  seven  million  dollar  ex- 
pansion program  is  now  in  progress.

The  reading 
room,  which  accommodates  approximately  50  persons,  is  supplied 
with  the  important  indices,  abstracts,  and  loose-leaf  systems.

In  the  three  years  of  its  function  the  Jomnal  has  succeeded  to  a  gratifying  extent  in 
this  direction.  Over  seventy-five  well  presented  subjects  have  been  prepared  with  a 
mmimum  of  faculty  super^■isIon.  Papers  and  case  reports  are  submitted  to  an  editorial 
committee  which  makes  the  final  decision  and  recommends  the  chosen  material  to  the 
editor  tor  final  publication.

R  Thread  of  Progress 


The  Nursing  School  of  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Hospital  began  in  1923  with  a  class  which 
reached  fifteen  in  number.  Ten  of  these  graduated 
on  May  25,  1926,  among  them  Miss  Mildred 
Wall,  and  Mrs.  Susie  Bass.  During  commencement 
week,  the  Juniors  entertained  the  Seniors  at  a 
reception,  and  the  hospital  staff  entertained  them 
at  breakfast,  establishing  precedents  which  have 
become  a  part  of  our  nursing  school  life. 

For  the  lirst  two  years  the  nurses  lived  on  the 
fifth  floor  of  the  hospital,  and  attended  classes  on 
the  second  floor,  taught  by  Miss  Heinzerling  and 
private  doctors.  In  1925  they  moved  into  a  small 
apartment  house  across  the  street. 

Construction  of  the  Blanche  Barrus  Nurses' 
Home  was  made  possible  through  the  work  of  the 
North  Carolina  State  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 
The  nurses  moved  in  during  May,   1927. 

Miss  Edna  L.  Heinzerling  founded  the  school 
and  was  its  director  until  1931,  at  which  time  she 
resigned  because  of  illness.  She  resumed  her  posi- 


tion here  in  1941.  During  her  absence  she  had 
been  the  first  Executive  Secretary  of  the  North 
Carolina  State  Nurses  Association,  and  had  edited 
THE  HISTORY  OF  NURSING  IN  NORTH 
CAROLINA. 

In  1929  the  first  full-time  instructor  was  em- 
ployed by  the  nursing  school,  which  now  has  a 
staff  of  five  full-time  instructors. 

The  eight-hour  day  for  student  and  graduate 
nurses  was  enacted  by  the  hospital  about  1940. 
During  1944  the  six  day  week  was  enacted. 

Until  1943,  student  nurses  aflSliated  with  the 
Children's  Hospital  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania, 
but  with  the  enlargement  of  our  own  pediatric 
department,  this  has  no  longer  been  necessary. 

The  first  afliliates  came  to  us  from  Mary  Eliza- 
beth Hospital,  Raleigh,  in  1942.  A  small  group 
IS  accepted  each  year  for  medical  and  surgical  ex- 
perience and  special  dietary  service.

preclinicals  was  admitted  to  tlie  nursing  school  in 
September,  1941.  In  1942  an  extra  group,  known 
as  the  "war  class,"  was  admitted  in  June.  Since 
then,    two  classes   have  been   admitted  each  year. 

In  June,  1943,  the  Wagner-Murray  bill  was  pass- 
ed, introducmg  the  Cadet  Corps  Program  for  stu- 
dent nurses,  and  for  the  first  time  in  its  history. 
Nursing  was  placed  before  the  public  eye.  Our 
nursing  school  was  accepted  for  participation  in 
this  program,  and  many  students  joined  the  Corps. 

Faculty-Student  Cooperative  Government  was 
organized  in  1943,  and  the  nursing  school  publish- 
ed its  first  annual.  The  Lamp,  which  was  com- 
bined this  year  with  Gray  Mailer,  yearbook  of 
the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine,  and  Gray 
AND  White  Matter  originated  from  this  union. 

Plans  for  a  vast  expansion  program  for  the  en- 
tire institution  are  well  under  way,  and  an  addi- 
tion to  the  Nurses'  Home  is  already  completed. 
Through  varied  trends  of  twentieth-century  life, 
our  nursing  school  shall  continue  to  weave  its 
thread  of  progress.
